To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Atherton  Urban  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, — 

I have  pleasure  ia  submitting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  upon  the  health  and 


sanitary  condition  of  the  District  during  the  year  1905. 

The  Death  Rate — equal  to  13’7  per  1,000  of  the  inhabitants — is  considerably 
lower  than  in  past  years  (15*7  in  1904,  17'8  in  1903,  and  18'4  as  the  mean  of  ten 
years  1894-1903).  The  nett  deaths  at  all  ages  belonging  to  the  District  amount  to 
248,  details  of  which  will  be  found  on  Table  IV,  giving  the  registered  cause  of 
death  and  the  approximate  age  at  death. 

The  Birth  Rate  is  equal  to  30’9  per  1,000  of  the  population,  a total  number  of 
557  births  having  been  registered.  This  shows  a further  decline  on  the  year,  as 
the  rate  was  31  in  1904,  35‘9  in  1903,  and  a mean  of  36'3  for  the  ten  years  1894-1903. 

The  Deaths  from  the  seven  principal  Zymotic  Diseases,  viz : — Smallpox  (0), 
Measles  (5),  Scarlet  Fever  (1),  Whooping  Cough  (2),  Diphtheria  (2),  Typhoid  Fever  (5), 
Diarrhoea  (28) ; number  43,  giving  a rate  of  2‘7  as  compared  to  3’25  in  1904, 
and  a mean  of  3'63  for  the  ten  years  1894-1903.  This  includes  five 


Isolation  Hospital — Typhoid  Fever  (4)  and  Scarlet  Fever  (1). 


From  Phthisis  Pulinonalis  the  deaths  numbered  ten,  giving  a rate  of  0'55  per 
1,000  inhabitants  as  compared  to  0’97  in  1904,  0'80  in  1903,  and  a mean  of  1*10 
for  the  ten  years  1894-1903. 

The  number  of  Deaths  of  Children  under  One  Year  was  79,  giving  a rate  of 
141*8  per  1,000  births  registered  as  compared  to  172  in  1904,  180  in  1903,  and  a 
mean  of  176  during  the  ten  years  1894-1903.  Details  of  these  deaths  will  be  found 
on  Table  V. 

The  number  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  was  136,  of  which  there  were 
Diphtheria  (36),  Membranous  Group  (4),  Erysipelas  (24),  Scarlet  Fever  (55)  and 
Typhoid  Fever  (17).  Of  these,  36,  viz 28,  Scarlet  Fever  and  8,  Typhoid 
Fever ; were  sent  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  See  Table  III. 

All  these  figures  go  to  show  that  the  health  of  the  town  during  the  past  year 
has  been,  at  least,  not  unsatisfactory,  the  only  really  disturbing  feature  being  the 
contin'ued  decline  of  the  birth  rate,  coincidently  with  the  decline  in  other  parts 
of  the  country. 

The  number  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  is  still,  in  my  opinion,  more  numerous 
than  it  ought  to  be,  although  there  has  been  no  severe  epidemic,  and  the  cases 
have  been  spread  out  throughout  the  year. 
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With  regal'd  to  Scarlet  Fever,  it  seems  to  me  that,  for  a time,  the  disease  is 
wearing  itself  out  in  the  District,  and  the  type  of  the  disease  is  so  mild  that  the 
difficulty  sometimes  is  to  make  the  parents  understand  that  these  mild  cases  are 
infectious.  Consequently,  there  is  sometimes  a laxity  in  precautionary  measures 
adopted  before  the  patient  is  brought  under  the  notice  of  the  Sanitary  Authorities. 
On  the  whole,  however,  people  are  very  amenable  to  reason,  and  the  cases  nursed 
at  home  are  successfully  isolated,  and  the  disease  prevented  from  spreading. 
Certainly,  my  personal  expei'ience  is  that  cases  do  very  well  at  home,  the  convalescence 
is  quicker,  and  there  are  fewer  complications  than  in  the  hospital-nursed  cases. 
I am,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that,  given  anything  like  suitable  surroundings,  a 
child  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever  is  better  kept  at  home  than  sent  to  hospital, 
and  this  is  apart  from  the  question  of  expense.  As  to  the  cases  which  have  to  be 
sent  to  hospital,  I suggested  a few  years  ago  that  there  should  be  some  intermediate 
stage  between  hospital  and  home.  Somewhere  (a  sort  of  half-way  house),  where 
the  patient  might  spend  his  convalescence  and  be  in  the  open-air  for  a week  or  so 
before  being  returned  to  the  public  at  large.  I see  that  the  Medical  Superintendents 
of  the  London  Fever  Hospitals  in  their  combined  report  to  the  Asylums’  Board, 
now  suggest  the  same  thing.  Their  recommendations  are  as  follows : — 

(1.)  That  every  patient,  as  far  as  practicable,  as  soon  as  he  is  in  a fit 
condition,  and  without  regard  to  age  or  sex,  be  transferred  from  the 
acute  to  the  convalescent  hospitals. 

(2.)  That  a Discharge  Ward  for  Scarlet  Fever  be  established,  into  which 
the  patient  could  be  admitted  and  bathed,  not  later  than  the  day  before 
discharge. 

(3.)  As  we  are  of  opinion  that  harm  has  resulted  from  the  abrupt  transition 
to  home  conditions  undergone  by  patients  immediately  on  discharge,  we 
recommend  that  every  endeavour  should  be  made  to  prepare  patients 
for  this  change,  especially  by  providing  facilities  for  their  being  in  the 
open-air.  At  some  of  the  hospitals  this  will  involve  the  erection  of 
verandahs  or  other  form  of  shelter. 

(4.)  That  the  following  notice  be  printed  and  a copy  sent  with  the  Notice 
of  Discliarge  to  the  parent  or  guardian  of  every  discharged  Scarlet 
Fever  Patient : — “ Although  every  endeavour  is  made  to  send  out  patients 
free  from  infection,  it  is  advisable,  as  an  additional  precaution,  that 
they  should,  as  far  as  possible,  be  kept  away  from  other  children, 
including  attendance  at  school,  for  the  first  three  weeks  after  their 
return  home.  They  should  certainly  not  sleep  in  the  same  bed,  and, 
if  possible,  not  in  the  same  room  with  children  who  have  not  had  the 
disease.  It  is  also  advisable  that  articles  used  by  the  patients,  such 
as  cups,  plates,  spoons,  handkerchiefs,  towels  and  toys,  should,  during 
this  period,  be  kept  distinct  from  those  used  by  other  children.  The 
above  precautions  are  specially  important  in  the  case  of  those  patients 
suffering  from  discharge  from  either  nose  or  ears.” 
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I would  suggest  to  the  Sanitary  Authority,  that  they  approach  the  Joint  Hospital 
Board,  to  see  if  anything  could  be  done  with  regard  to  carrying  out  something  of  a like 
nature.  And  with  regard  to  children  nursed  at  home,  a few  walks  in  the  open  air,  after 
receipt  of  notification  of  freedom  fi’om  infection,  before  proceeding  to  fumigate  the  house, 
and  giving  the  patient  free  liberty  to  mix  amongst  his  fellows,  would  tend  to  decrease  the 
risk  of  infection. 

Tlie  decrease  in  the  notification  of  Typhoid  Fever  (17)  is  very  satisfactory,  and  in  all 
probability  the  increase  in  the  number  of  water  closets  in  lieu  of  privy  middens  is  beginning 
to  have  its  effects.  The  sooner  all  these  latter  abominations  are  converted,  the  better  for 
the  health  of  the  town. 

Of  the  17  cases  notified,  8 were  sent  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  of  these  4 died, 
whilst  of  9 kept  at  home,  one  died.  In  comparing  the  results  of  home  nursed  cases,  and 
those  nursed  in  Hospital,  I hasten  to  state  that  the  comparisons  are  not  meant  in  any  sense 
as  depreciating  the  treatment  of  patients  after  their  arrival  in  Hospital.  For  the  medical 
treatment  and  nursing,  one  can  have  nothing  but  praise.  But  I am  firmly  of  opinion  that 
few  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  ought  to  be  sent  to  Hospital,  for  the  reasons  that : — 

(fl)  Typhoid  fever  being  a slow,  insidious  disease,  many  cases  are  far  advanced  before 
diagonsis  is  made,  and  the  Hospital  authorities  get  no  chance  of  combating  the 
disease. 

(b)  Removal  of  a patient  to  any  distance,  at  any  stage  of  the  disease,  is  a very  danger- 
ous proceeding,  however  carefully  such  removal  may  be  effected. 

Therefore,  I think  that  whenever  a patient  suffering  from  Typhoid  Fever  can  be 
satisfactorily  nursed  at  home,  it  is  inadvisable  to  remove  him  to  Hospital.  More  especially 
do  I think  this,  because  I feel  sure  that  the  Sanitary  Authority  is  capable  of  preventing 
the  spread  of  the  disease  from  such  cases. 

The  diminution  of  the  death  rate  from  Phthisis  is  satisfactory,  but  even  further 
reduction  might  be  made,  if  advice  given  to  sufferers  could  be  enforced.  I regret  that 
no  advantage  has  been  taken  of  the  voluntary  notification  of  this  disease,  and  little 
success  in  many  cases  attend  the  advice  given  to  relatives  of  persons  whose  deaths 
from  the  disease  are  registered,  and  one  has  the  mortification  of  seeing  person  after 
person  in  an  infected  house  slowly  acquiring  the  disease,  whilst  one  knows  that  by 
careful  attention  to  a few  simple  rules,  this  could  be  largely  prevented. 

The  deaths  of  children  under  1 year,  in  the  light  of  previous  years  must  be  considered 
satisfactory.  Much  more,  however  can  be  done  to  prevent  disease,  especially  in  regard  to 
the  feeding  of  infants.  All  kinds  of  unfit  food  is  given  to  the  infant,  no  regularity  is 
observed  as  to  the  time  or  the  amount  of  feeding — often  through  pure  ignorance. 
I find  many  young  mothers  eager  for  advice,  and  only  too  willing  to  adopt  it  when  given. 
I would  again  suggest  that  a trained  woman  should  be  appointed  to  do  this  work,  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Authority.  I would  also  suggest  that  the  little  pamphlets, 
distributed  a year  or  two  ago,  should  be  again,  and  more  regularly,  given  to  young  mothers. 
These  were  found  very  useful  by  many  mothers,  and  I observe  that  some  of  our  neighbouring 
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authorities  are  now  adopting  the  same  plan.  To  the  improper  and  injudicious  feeding,  the 
indiarubber  dummy  ” lends  its  aid  in  creating  sickness  amongst  children.  In  my  exam- 
ination of  children  at  school,  and  as  Factory  Surgeon,  I find  very  few  children  who  are 
really  healthy.  Enlarged  tonsils,  adenoids,  aud  ear  troubles  predominating.  I lay  the 
blame  largely  upon  the  foul  indiarubber  “ dummy  ” which,  sleeping  or  waking,  the  child  is 
constantly  sucking — and  the  position  of  the  end  of  the  dummy  and  the  situation  of  enlarged 
tonsils,  adenoids,  &c.,  is  nearly  approximate. 

The  standard  of  physique  of  older  children  is  largely  lowered  by  want  of  rest. 
Children  are  out  in  the  streets  long  after  they  ought  to  be  in  bed,  and  consequently  do 
not  get  sufficient  sleep. 

Diphtheria  was  epidemic  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  and  odd  cases  are  notified  at 
intervals  up  to  the  present  time.  No  common  cause  has  been  apparent,  and  all  probable 
causes  have  been  strictly  investigated,  without  any  satisfactory  result. 

Measles— of  a much  milder  type  than  usual — was  prevalent  at  the  commencement  of 
the  year,  and  Schools  were  closed  in  consequence.  I adopted  the  course  of  closing  the 
Infant  Department  of  any  School  affected  as  early  as  possible  after  knowledge  of  the 
outbreak  came  to  hand,  thus  hoping  to  save  the  older  Standards,  and  interfere  less  with 
education.  There  is  little  doubt  that  this  disease  especially  is  spread  in  the  Infant 
Department  of  the  Schools,  and  it  is  a step  in  the  right  direction  to  prohibit  the  attend- 
ance of  scholars  under  five  years  of  age.  Parents  are  still  very  careless  as  to  the  manner 
in  which  they  treat  this  most  serious  disease,  and  are  very  much  to  blame  for  the  casual 
manner  in  which  they  herd  children,  suffering  from  the  disease,  with  healthy  children. 
Also,  I am  afraid  some  School  Authorities  are  not  free  from  blame.  So  great  is  the  desire 
to  show  good  attendances,  that  children,  still  in  an  infectious  state,  are  forced  against  the 
better  judgment  of  their  parents,  to  go  to  School.  I am  pleased  to  say  that  there  are 
other  School  Authorities  who  make  it  their  duty  to  take  every  possible  precaution. 

I regret  to  say  that  the  quality  of  the  water  supply,  at  one  period  of  the  year,  led  to 
many  complaints.  As  far  as  I can  hear,  this  has  been  remedied. 

Scavenging  is  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Authority’s  workmen  in  a satisfactory 
manner,  and  it  is  my  opinion  that  the  free  use  of  water  on  the  roads,  and  especially  before 
sweeping,  is  a great  factor  in  the  prevention  of  disease — by  preventing  dust  blowing  into 
houses,  on  to  food,  and  into  people’s  mouths. 

Appended  is  a summary  of  my  Report  (Table  O),  County  Council  form,  with  tables  as 
supplied  by  the  Local  Government  Board.  Also  the  Report  of  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances 
(Mr.  Kay  Jepson),  to  whom  I take  this  opportunity  of  tendering  my  thanks  for  his  hearty 
co-operation  in  my  work. 

I beg  also  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Sanitary  Committee  for  many  acts  of  kindness, 
and  the  confidence  that  they  have  placed  in  me.

REPORT  OF  NUISANCE  INSPECTOR. 


During  the  year  11  samples  of  milk  were  purchased  and  submitted  for  analysis  by  the 
Public  Analyst,  all  which  were  said  to  be  genuine. 

One  sample  of  ice  cream  was  purchased  (from  a vendor  outside  the  district)  and  sub- 
mitted to  Professor  Delepine  for  Bacteriological  examination,  was  declared  to  be  polluted 
and  unfit  for  consumption. 

There  ai'e  23  Bakehouses  on  the  Register,  all  of  which  are  periodically  lime-washed. 

There  are  21  Slaughter-houses  on  the  Register,  19  of  which  are  licensed  and  3 
registered,  all  regularly  visited  and  the  meat  inspected  ; all  are  kept  in  a clean  and  satis- 
factory condition.  One  new  Slaughter-house  has  been  built  during  year,  but  is  not  yet 
licensed  for  occupation. 

One  application  was  made  for  premises  to  be  used  for  Tripe  boiling,  but  as  the 
premises  were  found  unsuitable  permission  was  refused. 

The  Ambulance  Carriage,  presented  by  the  Police,  is  housed  at  the  New  Fire  Station, 
Water  Street,  and  is  available  for  accidents  or  the  removal  of  invalids  (not  infectious)  on 
application  at  the  Fire  Station  or  Town  Hall.  It  has  been  used  on  five  occasions  sine* 
the  record  was  kept,  three  accidents  and  twice  for  the  removal  of  invalids.
